I  [E  Crowninshield  family  was  long  and  intimately  associated 


X  with  the  manifold  activities  that  gave  a  vivid  significance  to 
life  in  old  Salem,  Massachusetts.  Ships  and  shipping,  whether  for 
convenience  or  for  war,  were  its  major  concern.  Indeed,  the  six 
Crowninshield  brothers  who,  during  the  late  eighteenth  century  ami 
the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth,  were  influential  in  making  Salem 
a  prosperous  port,  were  specially  trained  to  the  sea.  Yet  except 
for  him  w  ho,  while  still  a  lad  serving  as  supercargo  on  a  West 
Indies  merchantman,  died  during  the  voyage,  they  all  lived  to  enjoy 
high  repute  as  valued  citizens,  who  to  public-mindedness  added  the 
urbane  and  cultivated  tastes  that  accrue  from  wide  travel  and  illus- 
trious acquaintanceships.  One  of  the  brothers,  Benjamin  Williams 
Crowninshield  (1772-1851)  became  Secretary  of  the  Navy  during 
the  administration  of  President  Madison  and  was  reappointed  by 
President  Monroe.  Another,  the  famous  Captain  George  Crownin- 
shield, was  notable  in  his  day  both  for  the  excellence  of  his  artistic 
judgment  and  for  the  reckless  daring  of  his  seamanship.  In  the 
War  of  1812  he  commanded  a  privateer.  Subsequently  he  designed 
the  first  sailing  yacht  to  be  built  in  American  yards,  the  regal  "Cleo- 
patra's Barge",  in  w  hich  he  visited  Europe  in  the  year  1817. 

Edward  Crowninshield  of  Stockbridge,  Massachusetts,  lineal 
descendant  of  this  Salem  family,  has  inherited  the  ancestral  parti- 
ality for  sport,  travel,  and  connoisseurship.  My  own  first  encounter 
with  him  occurred  some  ten  years  ago,  when  I  sought  his  judgment 
regarding  certain  aspects  of  the  eighteenth-century  Chinese  porcelain 
decorated  for  the  Western  market  and  now  generally  designated 
"Oriental  Lowestoft".  At  that  time  Mr.  Crowninshield,  who  has 
long  specialized  in  this  branch  of  ceramics  with  fruitful  results,  was 
already  recognized  as  a  leading  American  authority  on  the  subject. 


He  has  devoted  much  time  to  the  detection  of  fraudulent  imitations 
of  the  Chinese  ware,  particularly  those  which,  by  clever  redecora- 
tion,  simulate  the  almost  priceless  old  porcelains  adorned  with  rare 
American  armorial  devices.  In  consequence,  he  has  frequently  been 
called  upon  both  by  museums  and  by  private  collectors  to  examine 
contemplated  acquisitions  of  Oriental  Lowestoft.  In  the  forthcom- 
ing sale  he  will  offer  a  choice  group  of  historical  and  mythological 
plates  of  the  so-called  Jesuit  china,  including  the  "painted-in-ink" 
types;  a  line  ship-decorated  dinner  service;  two  tea  services,  depict- 
ing The  Finding  of  Moses  and  The  Judgment  of  Paris,  respectively; 
a  group  with  the  New  York  State  arms;  an  important  pair  of  two- 
handled  urns  with  medallions  en  camaieu;  and  other  rarities. 

Mr.  Crowninshield  is  also  known  for  his  admiration  for  those 
eighteenth-century  English  earthenwares  whose  development  brought 
supremacy  in  the  world  markets  to  the  potters  of  Staffordshire, 
Leeds,  Liverpool,  and  Bristol.  These  characteristic  wares,  as  well 
as  the  mottled  Whieldon  figurines  and  the  fine  productions  of  Wedg- 
wood, are  all  represented  in  his  collection.  Mr.  Crowninshield 
played  an  important  part  in  assembling  the  remarkable  collection  of 
lustre  ware  now  in  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago.  It  is,  therefore, 
not  surprising  that  the  present  offering  <>l  lustre  from  his  own  collec- 
tion is  especially  rich  in  exquisitely  patterned  silver  resist  pitchers 
of  the  i  790-1 820  period,  and  in  pink  and  purple  lustre  tea  services, 
now  increasingly  difficult  to  procure. 

The  nucleus  of  the  sale,  however,  will  be  a  small  and  distin- 
guished group  of  furniture  which  has  descended  from  the  Salem 
Crowninshields  of  1800.  This  includes  a  singularly  handsome 
matched  pair  of  New  England  pedestal  tables  with  annular  sup- 
ports; a  Sheraton  card  table  inlaid  with  the  finest  oi  branch  satin- 
wood;  a  sewing  table  with  characteristic  Salem  carving  in  the 
Mclntire  manner;  a  mahogany  drop-leai  table  on  octagonal  pedestal 
supports  richly  mounted  in  brass,  and  not  improbably  of  Southern 
origin;  an  oxbow  or  reverse  serpentine-front  desk,  with  claw-and- 


ball  feet;  a  secretary  attributed  to  John  Seymour  ol  Boston,  circa 
1 79 ^ ,  with  Gothic  cathedral  astragals;  together  with  a  number  of 
supplementary  pieces. 

The  sale  is  amplified  by  attractive  additions  from  the  important 
collection  of  Miss  Mabel  Choate  ol  Stockbridge,  herself  a  descen- 
dant ol  a  leading  Salem  family.  For  many  years  Miss  Choate  has 
been  an  assiduous  collector  ot  Oriental  Lowestoft,  and  of  early 
American  furniture  and  other  domestic  gear.  In  1930  she  acquired 
the  OKI  Mission  I  louse,  residence  in  the  early  eighteenth  century  of 
the  first  missionary  minister  in  the  locality,  and  removed  it  from  the 
hills  behind  Stockbridge  to  the  centre  ol  the  town,  where  she  has 
surrounded  it  with  an  old-fashioned  garden  and  tilled  it  with  ap- 
propriate seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth  century  furniture  and  its 
decorative  adjuncts.  Dedicated  as  a  memorial  to  Miss  Choate's 
lather,  the  eminent  ambassador  to  St.  James's,  and  to  Mrs.  Choate, 
and  generously  open  to  the  public  as  a  museum,  the  Old  Mission 
1  louse  is  today  perhaps  the  most  complete  and  satisfying  among  the 
numerous  restorations  of  the  colonial  scene  in  the  United  States.  In 
view  of  her  background  and  her  experience  in  collecting,  Miss 
Choate's  contributions  to  Mr.  Crowninshield's  sale  are  likely  to 
prove  more  than  merely  interesting. 

In  conclusion,  a  word  may  be  appended — and  is  placed  here  for 
the  sake  of  emphasis — upon  Mr.  Crowninshield's  canons  of  collect- 
ing. With  him  particularity  regarding  the  condition  of  his  pieces  is 
almost  a  fetish.  Collectors  of  china,  especially,  will  be  delighted 
with  the  perfection  of  his  offerings  in  this  field,  and  with  the  unim- 
paired preservation  and  proof  qualitv  of  every  example,  even  in  the 
rarest  categories. 

All  in  all,  the  quality  and  variety  of  its  content,  together  with 
the  personal  and  family  associations  involved,  promise  to  make  the 
forthcoming  sale  one  of  the  signal  events  of  the  season.
